WANTED: A POLICY 
After a year of wrestling with the problems 
of reconversion, the combined ettorLi of con- 
grcu. the White Hou.-ic and varlotw bureaus 
have left the country with no con.sl.^tent. 
workable stablliiiatlon policy. The result Lt 
not only exa-sperating, but discouraging. 

Flrat came the long, un.-settlcd period In 
which price controls were more or le.ss main- 
tained while the lid was taken off wngcs. 
Thing.-: became more chaotic when the price 
control act expired and congress finally 
patched up a new one which wa.s neither fl.sh. 
-Tlcsh nor gooil red -herring— as the saying 
iiHOd to be when tho,';e .scarce commodities 
were abundant. 

Then with the maritime strike, the country 
found the wind blowing from another quar- 
ter. Now prlce.s were being allowed to rise 
while an effort was made to hold down wages 
— Just the oppo.slte policy of a year ago. 

OPA ccillng-s today are generally higher. 
But thc-4fL seamen's unions, .which had ne- 
gotiated pay-rlscs to which the operators were 
agreeable, found that they were not to be 
permitted to get more money than CIO 
unions were receiving for the .-same work. 

It seemed .somehow appropriate that the 
wage stabilisation board had worked itself 
into a .spot where it had the choice of a pro- 
longed strike if the AFL company-union con- 
tracts were not approved, or a now strike by 
CIO maritime unions If they were. 

Here we might tjuotc again those oft-quot- 
cd figures on high production, high wngci, 
high employment and high thls-and-that. 
and give credit to private management and 
labor for bringing us .so far along the road' 
to normal existence In spite of the confusion. 
And we might safely -predict that neither 
private management, labor libr. for that mat- 
ter, government would relish the Idea of gov- 
ernment's having a hand In fni labor-man- 
agement negotiations. 

Yet It Is evident that the maritime strike 
like so many strikes before It. was called for 
the purpose ot getting government to come In 
and make a ruling and a settlement. Such a 
practice. If continued, would certainly not be 
consistent with a free economy of private 
management. 

We shall probably have to wait for a new 
congress to tackle the Job when the political 
air has cleared. Then let us hope that the 
various faction.s In Washington will unite on 
an Intelligent and workable plan of stabiliza- 
tion, or else take the only sensible altenifl- 
tive of casting off all restrictions and hoping 
that things will work themselves out through 
our tradltlontil, time - tested peace-time 
methods.
